Alder Lake is an exceptionally
shallow lake with a very muddy bottom. A
heath bog surrounds the lake and water
lilies and rushes are scattered
throughout it. There are some gravel
areas along the shore, but these are
heavily silted. The shallowness and muddy
bottom of the 1lake may contribute to
oxygen depletion under the ice causing
periodic winterkills.

The outlet is also heavily silted
with a few scattered gravel areas. There
are several intermittent tributaries
